2. The terms of reference of this Committee will be as follows: 

(i) To study the impact of the moratorium, discharge and scaling down of rural 
Indebtedness of the small/marginal farmers, landless labourers and rural 
artisans so far as their genuine and inescapable consumption credit needs 
are concerned. 

(IT) To inquire into the purpose for which such consumption credits wers availed of, 

(ili) To assess broadly the credit gap in respect of consumption loins consequent on 
these measures. 

0v) To review the present position of availability of consumption credit to such 
people from institutional sources. 

(v) To make recommendations as to the purposes for and tho agencies from which 
such consumption loans are to be provided. 

(vO To make recommendations on any matter incidental to the terms of reference, as 
tho Committee may consider necessary. 

3. The Committee will start functioning with immediate effect and will submit it* report 
by the 31st March, 1976.
